U NHARMED by the earthquake 
that brought death and dis¬ 
aster to many communities 
in the Long Beach area, Sierra 
Madre was quick to mobilize its 
citizens and resources to relieve 
suffering and want and to help 
preserve order in the stricken 
communities. 

This city suffered only a bad 
case of fright. Not a single cit¬ 
izen was injured nor a house 
damaged even to the extent of a 
broken pane of glass. Nor were

State-wide in its effect the 
measure is known as Assembly 
Bill 897 and it has stirred up a 
hornet's nest of opposition be¬ 
cause of its ripper tendencies and 
the fact that it would remove all 
vestige of home rule in the school 
affairs of the small school dis¬ 
tricts that would be absorbed by 
the larger units. 

Under the bill's provisions the 
•communities to lose control of 
their school systems would have 
no voice in the consolidations. The 
mergers wuld just automatically 
occur within C»0 days after the 
measure is approved’ by the Gov¬ 
ernor, under a provision of the 
proposed act that "within 60 days 
from and after the date on which 
this article takes effect, all ele¬ 
mentary school districts of what¬ 
soever kind or class, heretofore 
organized and existing, shall be 
merged and consolidaetd with and 
become part of existing high 
school districts.'' 

Those few words would have 
the effect of ripping out of office 
the regularly elected school boards 
in approximately 3500 school dis¬ 
tricts in California, reducing the 
number of districts to the exist¬ 
ing 400 high school districts, and 
giving the school authorities of 
the high school districts absolute 
control and supervision of the

Local Firemen Called To 

Long Beach As Earth 
Rocked; Buildings Fell 

✓■ftesponding immediately to Red 
Gross orders to proceed to the 
earthquake area, the Sierra 

Madre First Aid Crew of the 
volunter firemen rushed to the 
rescue station No. 11 in Long 

Befell at 11 p.m. Friday to take 
up a 36-hour emergency shift, dur¬ 
ing which first aid was admin¬ 
istered to 75 victims of the beach 
city cataclysm. 

Diriving through fog that made 
it impossible to see more than a 
few feet of the road and diffi¬ 
cult to tell at times whether the 
car was on a proper roadway or 
in an open field, Joe Swanson, 
crew captain, arrived in the 
stricken section at 12:30 o’colck 
Saturday morning. Lee Hibbs and 
Bob Babbitt made the hectic 
journey under a canvass on the 
back of the truck. Fire Chief 
W. D. Richards^ Vernon Udell 
and George N/rri.s followed in 
Richard's car./ 

Setting thgfr disaster kit up in 
a tent outside the fire station, the 
firemen were in constant danger. 
The quakes continued throughout 
Friday night, and at one time 
much apprehension was felt when 
the brick chimney collapsed atop 
the fire building. While the men 
worked, giving aid to practically 
every type of injury imaginable, 
they saw the building across the 
street sway, saw the roof split 
as continued shocks weakened 
the structure. When work slack¬ 
ened somewhat Saturday morn¬ 
ing, Swanson made a tour of the 
downtown areas, where the dam¬ 
age was greatest. Telling of the 
entire experience, he said: 

"The downtown section was 
pretty bad. Many people were 
hysterical, and even those who 
who weren't really seriously in¬ 
jured were suffering from shock. 
One woman we treated for a 
fractured leg refused to be taken 
to the hospital. She was afraid 
of the hospital falling on her. 
Every time we tried to take her 
away she would get hysterical.

Though 
obliged to pay off the bonds is¬ 
sued for the school construction, 
the local citizenry would have no 
voice on the school hoard when 
the consolidation became effec¬ 
tive.

Bill 897, also known as the 
Feigenbaum bill because It was 
presented by Representative Fei¬ 
genbaum, is sponsored by the 
California State Chamber of Com¬ 
merce as an economy measure, 
its announced purpose being to 
reduce school operating costs 
throughout the State and prevent 
duplication of effort and expense. 

In the resolutions adopted by 
the local school board the mea¬ 
sure is referred to as “vicious and 
un-American and not in the best 
interest of the children or the 
taxpayers” and as "paving the 
way for graft, corruption, cx- 
travagence and favoritism in 
school management" with the 
probability of increased school 
costs untimately. 

President Rudolph Hartman of 
the local trustees was directed to 
arrange the mass meeting of local 
citizens which will probably be 
held during the week of March 
27.

Hot Lead

T HE. U. S. Veterans’ Hospital 
at San Fernando was visited 
by a group of Legionnaires and 
ladies of the Auxiliary Unit from 
Sierra Madre. Books, magazines, 
cob pipes, tobacco, gum and jel¬ 
lies were taken over for comrades 
who are confined to the hospital 
who do not draw gvernment com¬ 
pensation. About 20 pounds of silk 
stockings supplied by the Aux¬ 
iliary Unit will be used by dis¬ 
abled men for weaving. Compar¬ 
atively, Sierra Madre post made 
an excellent showing. Expressions 
of appreciation from the Hospital 
Post were very pleasing to the 
delegates from our local Post and 
Unit. 

Veterans of the Spanish Ameri¬ 
can War were honored guests at 
our last post meeting. 
Comrades Ort, Bull, Holliday and 
A1 Myers gave brief outlines of 
their activities during the war of 
1898 and ’99. Following an ex¬ 
pression of comradship and de¬ 
votion to a single cause by Com¬ 
rade A1 S. Myers, was an out¬ 
line story by our Comrade Colo¬ 
nel Hersey. 

“The Spanish American War 
was in many ways unique and 
not appreciated,” declared Colonel 
Hersey. He explained that this 
war was fought by an army of 
volunteers. Many of the men had 
seen service during 30 years of 
Indian wars but most of the offi¬ 
cers and men had never seen a 
regiment together. 

Yellow fever broke out in the 
camps and during this campaign 
it was discovered that this fever 
was the direct result of mosquito 
bites. Separate barracks were 
built where volunteesr from the 
ranks exprimented to ascertain 
the cause and cure of yellow 
fever. Many of those brave self- 
sacrificing men lost their lives in 
those experimntal barracks so 
that the others might live to carry 
on the war. 

When the war was over, Gen¬ 
eral Wood was made Governor of 
the Philippine Islands and Colo¬ 
nel Theodore Roosevelt came 
home to the United States. Then 
Colonel Hersey was put in com¬ 
mand and later brought his troops 
home. 

General “Joe” Wheeler and 
“Teddy” Roosevelt sat at the 
Headquarters' mess table with 
Colonel Hersey, who expressed

R EAL ESTATE taxation, in 
many instances, already has 
exceeded the capacity of the land 
to pay in California. There must 
be a lowering of this burden, 
rather than an increase, if agri¬ 
culture is to survive. 

Farm real estate taxes, com¬ 
puted on an average per acre 
basis, have skyrocketed 194 per 
cent during the past 17 years— 
the largest increase in the agri¬ 
cultural tax load in any section 
of the United States. 

That amazing revelation of the 
gravity of California agriculture's 
tax problem, which comes from 
the United States Bureau of Ag¬ 
ricultural Economics in an analy¬ 
sis of the National farm taxation 
crisis, deserves the earnest con¬ 
sideration of the State’s legisla¬ 
tors as they wrestle with the 
tax question. 

The average tax per acre in 
California, including vast acre¬ 
ages of low valuation, such as 
grazing lands, has been boosted 
from 39 cents, in 1913, to $1.13 
in 1930, according to the federal 
survey.

“The local lied Cross officials, 
after consultation with some of 
our representative citizens, have

So the city was adequately 
protected against any emergency 
that might have arisen in our 

absence. 

"The experience we gained was 
very valuable, and fully repaid 
us for making the trip.” 

Each members of the resecue 
crew commented on the fact that 
as they neared the beach there 
was a continuous flow of auto¬ 
mobiles. two abreast, speeding out 
of Long Beach, away from 
danger. Few cars were on the 
road headed toward the city. “It 
was a miracle," Swanson said, 
"that we didn't crack up on the 
way down there. Many cars were 
parked by the road, but we 
couldn't see any of them until 
nearly colliding with them. Be¬ 
sides, in places where the pave¬ 
ment had been split there were 
overlappings that made hazardous 
bumps in our way. There wasn’t 
anything to do but spot the white 
line down the center of the road, 
and keep going.” 

Bob Babbitt in telling of his 
experiences, said: 

"It was surprising the way the 
kids down there took it. They 
were very brave . . . little tots 
‘they came into the first aid tents 
with bad burns and broken arms 
and legs . . . without whimper¬ 
ing .. . 

"The big shock at 5:55 here 
didn’t compare with any one of 
the dozens of tremblers that con. 
tinued throughout the night in 
Long Beach. There was one house 
where I was repairing n broken 
pipe connection. The resident 
thought everything was over he 
wanted to go back in the house 

the shakes had been coming at 
pretty regular hour intervals . . . 
so l told him to stay out. Just 
then a shake came . . and a piece 
of earth a yard in daimeter 
buckled up under his feet and 
raised him off the surface of the 
ground, while across the street 
the front of a brick faced build¬ 
ing fell foreward, collapsed . . . 

“Talk about the San Francisco 
quake, this had it skinned. Of 
course up there the fire did 
considerable damage. But the 
quake alone was worse here . . . 
No one was sleeping in the. house 

. . everyone was camped out, 
cooking over open fires. It was 
hard to boil the water, but it 
had to be boiled for 20 minutes 
before it was fit to drink." 

Frank Lovell, Marlon Hayes 
and Roy Walsworth drove to the 
beach relief station Saturday 
night that the men who had been 
on duty continuously for so long 
a period might have rest.
